Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The present canning season has been, without exception, 
one of the most peculiar ever known in the industry, as every 
section of the country has been short on account of climatic 
conditions. 

This applies to everything in the line, from small fruits, 
peas and asparagus to peaches, tomatoes, apples, etc. Take toma- 
toes, for instance. On account of the high prices ruling this 
spring, the acreage was much larger than other articles, but, owing 
to the unfavorable weather conditions, the crop vield was cut 
down to less than an average season. Coupled with this, the 
delay caused the fruit to all come in at once, and in Baltimore city 
tomatoes were all rushed in on them at one time and they did 
not have sufficient help to handle them, and help could not be 
obtained; so that the pack will be very much lighter than many 
have an idea of. 

In other sections peaches, tomatoes and pears all came in 
together, and as they could not run them all at once, they had 
to divide their time between two or more, thus causing a change 
in the factory, and increased the cost and a delaying and a de- 
crease in the output. 

In the Middle West gallon tomatoes are bringing $4.00 and 
packers are turning down orders. Unpeeled pie peaches are 
bringing a like amount and peeled pie are bringing $6.00. 
From present indications, it looks as though there will be a gen- 
eral cleanup by January 1, unless some packers decide that they 
can make more money by holding their goods, which is not 
right, as there is a good margin of profit for them at present 
prices, and as the spot market is cleaned up, the thing to do is 
to sell their goods, and if there is any profit to be made above 
present prices, let the speculator or jobber get it. 

There is no reason why the canners should hold their 
goods, as they can readily find a buyer for their goods. Conse- 
quently, the buyer has to hunt all over the country for a seller, 
The canners are turning down sales that in other years they 
would have jumped at. This is the time to sell, and it is not a 
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THE TRADE. 


good policy to try to make all the money for yourself. The 
other fellow has got to live, and it is well to be satisfied with a 
reasonable profit and to let rhe other man have some of it. 
Every packer is his own price-maker, and all we can say is to 
decide for yourself what you think your goods are worth and 
sell them. 

Prices on cans in the last couple of weeks have been con- 
siderably advanced by Independents, and they are getting a 
considerable increase over the quoted rates. 


New York Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, October 2.—All through the past week the 
situation has remained virtually as previously reported. Con- 
ditions in the market have not changed materially, though here 
and there holders have made some difference in prices. For 
example, practically all varieties of corn have advanced and are 
held very firm at the increase. The market remains firm on all 
fruits, with the scarcity becoming more and more marked. It 
is rather uncertain which way prices will eventually trend, but 
just at present they fluctuate considerably. Under present cir- 
cumstances many buyers are making terms with sellers by more 
or less prolonged negotiations. It must be said, however, that 
there is very little disposition among holders to sell at lower 
prices. Conditions do not, as a whole, favor reduction of quota- 
tions. The tendency is rather the other way. 

Tomatoes.—While the feeling in the market has fluctuated 


somewhat during the week, the tendency has been toward a 
higher plane and telegrams have been received from Baltimore 
declining bids of 85c. f. o. b. factory for full standard Maryland 
3s. It is possible that this figure will still buy, though the gen- 
eral factory quotation is 87%4c. for 3s, 67%c. for 2s and $2.85 
for gallons. The upward tendency is said to have been due to 
the fact that cooler weather has brought about a reduction in 
the qnantity of raw stock offered from growers. It is feared, 
too, that a reduction in output will result from the severe 
weather of the early part of last week. There are numerous 
buyers at 2%c. under factory prices, but so far as has been 
stated, very little business has been done at such concessions. 
The situation here has not changed materially. It is practically 
certain that buyers would be plenty at 2%c. under the price 
asked by holders, but the sharp upward tendeney is responsible 
for the present firm state of the market. 

Corn.—The market is strong and active, with little stock 
available in any quarter under 8oc. delivered. No fancy Maine 
stock is offered here under $1.00 delivered and little can be had 
at even that high figure. One sale of Maine standard was 
reported at 87'4c. delivered. Western corn is no longer quoted 
by the local trade. It is understood that the spot supply is 
virtually exhausted. Southern stock is practically unchanged, 
though it is firmer, and the tendency of prices is upward. 
Crop reports are’still more or less gloomy and constant repeti- 
tions of the same old story have been responsible for the advance 
which has characterized the past week. 

Peas.—The market is firm, with standard grades less freely 
offered. Other grades remain virtually the same as last week. 
French peas are in close compass and the tendency of prices is 


upward. Quotations now are: Extra fine, $16.50 per case; 
medium, $12.00; fine, $14.00. 


Beans.—Ljimas are said to be scarce and prices are tending 
upward sharply, though without important actual change in

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quotation as yet. Other varieties are unchanged from previous 
reports. 


Asparagus.—Demand is fair and the market is firm. The 
situation has not improved since the last issue, but holders are 
still determined to obtain full outside prices or refuse to allow 


their stocks to go. Supplies are so short that this attitude can 
be easily maintained. 


Sardines.—Domestic goods are firm and active. A great 
scarcity of three-quarter mustards is noted and the tendency of 
prices is toward a higher basis. Spct offerings from first hands 
are limited, and packers in some instances refuse to accept 


orders. A further advance is hinted, though nothing definite 
has been gived out as yet. 


Salmon.—The market is firm, with red Alaska talls quoted 
at $1.30, though in rare instances $1.25 will still buy. The sup- 
ply is not over-liberal, and sales are limited to actual require- 
ments. The tendency of the market is upward on all offerings. 

Lobster.—It is extremely difficult to obtain sufficient to 
satisfy ordinary demands. The supply is so small and holders 
are so persistent in refusing to permit their stock to go without 
full prices. 

Apples.—State pack gallons are firmly held, with sellers 
firm in their views. Sales in a small way have been noted at 


$3.50, f. o. b. factory, and some holders have withdrawn from 
the market, even at that. 


Peaches.—All offerings are readily taken, no matter what 
the price may be. The market is poorly supplied and buyers 
are in urgent need of goods in instances. The supply is gradu- 
ally diminishing and sales are reduced proportionately. It is 
hard now to completely fill an order. Something is almost 
certain to be left out. 

Blueberries.—A sale of gallons was reported during the 
week at $6.10, delivered. The supply is not large and buyers 
have difficulty in securing goods to satisfy the requirements of 
their customers. HupDson. 


Shortage in Canadian Cannery Products. | 


Consul H. D. Van Sant, of Kingston, writes that owing to the shortage 
in the yield of corn and tomatoes along the Bay of Quinte and in that part 
of the Canadian Province of Ontario, most of the canning factories have 
been closed or will soon do so. Some of the canners along the Bay of 
Quinte will not be able to fill their contracts. With the exception of 
apples, the fruit crop generally in the neighborhood is short and an 
advance in the price of canned goods may be expected. There should be 
a good market for American canned goods in Ontario during the coming 
winter, and prices will probably be higher than last year. The exporters 
of American canned goods who are earliest in the field will obtain the 
largest orders. 


The Selection and Care of Seed Corn. 


The importance of properly selecting and caring for seed corn has been 
so thoroughly discussed and brought to the attention of farmers in every 
conceivable way during the last few years that there can be no adequate 
excuse for any corn grower neglecting to save a good supply of seed corn 
and put it up in a safe, dry place before killing frosts occur, says Director 
A. T. Wiancko, agriculturist, of the Purdue (Ill.) University Agricultural 
Experiment Station. It is not so much a question of what to do, or how to 
do it, but rather of getting started to do it. All observing and up-to-date 
farmers know well enough what should be done, but the habit of letting 
such things go until some other time causes many to allow themselves to 
neglect this important matter until it is too late to get the best results. 
There is plenty of evidence to convince even the most unreasonable man 
that the time to get the best seed corn is early in the fall, when it can be 
selected from the standing stalks and put away in a dry, well-ventilated 
place before damaging frosts occur. 

The great majority of farmers in the State do not get more than three- 
quarters of a full stand of corn in their fields and the result is 20% less corn 
at harvest time than should be secured, without any more expense in pro- 
ducing the crop. The cause of the imperfect stand nearly always lies in 
the use of poor seed for plantihg. If every farmer in the State would get 
his seed corn properly stored by the middle of October, several millions of 
dollars would be added to the value of the corn crop next year. 

All seed corn should be gathered before the first severe frost and it 
may be safely done as soon as the corn is well dented. This year much 
of the corn is very late and many fields are liable to be damaged by the

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first severe frost and this makes it all the more important to act promptly. 

A good way to do is to take a handy basket on the arm or sling a 
grain bag over the shoulder by means of a stout cord and go into the best 
and ripest corn field and go up and down the rows and select the best ears 
from the best hills, taking care to select only from stalks of stout develop- 
meat under normal conditions and which bear the ear in a good position. 
The selected ears should be at once put up in a dry, airy place, where they 
can dry out naturally. Artificial drying should not be resorted to unless 
in cases where there is not time for natural drying before severe frosts are 
liable to occur. When the ears are still sappy the application of artificial 
heat may easily do harm by inducing fermentation, a very little of which 
will injure the germs and cause weakness. There are many ways in which 
corn may be safely put up for drying. A good rack may be made of pieces 
of five or six inch fence lumber set on end and common plastering laths 
nailed across the edges on either side opposite each other, spaced six 
inches apart to a convenient height. A single row of ears should be placed 
in each space at first, to permit of “more rapid drying. Tying two ears 
together by the husks and hanging them over wires stretched a foot or 
more apart across a dry room is an excellent system for drying. Whatever 
the scheme used for drying, the important thing to keep in mint is that 
each ear must have a free circulation of air all around it. Putting the ears 
in bags or piling together in any way must be avoided. If the corn can be 
made dry before freezing weather and then kept in a dry place throughout 
the winter, it will be in perfect condition in the spring. Seed corn should 
never be put into a building containing live stock of any kind, because of 
the moisture given off by the animals.

Tomatoes.—The demand for tomatoes this week has been the heaviest, 
we think, this season. Orders are coming from all sections, and the 
market closes in strong, healthy shape. Packing is still going on down 
here, though packers are having more or less difficulty with labor, etc. 
The demand for goods is really surprising, and it is beginning to look as 
though no matter how many tomatoes are packed this year, they can 
easily be disposed of. Many packers are still behind on their orders, and 
those who are caught up do not seem to have any trouble at all in selling 
their surplus as they get it. We have rarely had such a snappy market. 
One of the features of the situation kas been a large demand from Western 
points, which is no doubt due to the lateness of the season in the West. 

String Beans.—We are having a heavy demand for string beans of all 
kinds and offerings are light. Packers do not seem to be able to get up 
enough surplus to enable them to offer string beans freely. As a conse- 
quence, it is difficult to fill orders. . 

Apples.—The market continues strong. No. 3s have advanced fur- 
ther. We are paying today $1.00 per dozen for No. 3s and $3.30 to $3.35 
per dozen for No. Ios. 

Corn.—The situation on corn is in strong, healthy shape. Offerings of 
Maine style corn have dwindled down very decidedly. 

Corn packing is still going on, but owing to the sales of futures packers 
are still mostly out of the market. 

Berries.—While berries are not attracting the attention that some 
other lines are, yet they seem to be working to a better position right 
along. 

Peas.—Second peas are stronger. The cheap lots have been about 
cleaned up.

Dear Sirs.—As anticipated in our previous market letters, the market 
for tomatoes this week has been very strong and the week closed with a 
decidedly upward tendency. The buying was the largest by long odds 
than during any previous week in the seasou, and the outlook is that the 
coming week will be equally as active. Continued buying on such a large 


scale means higher prices, of course, and the buyer who acts quickly and 
covers his wants for the fall and winter trade will, we think, not regret his 
purchase. Before this week the largest buying was on the part of the 
Western tomato canners and jobbers to cover their short sales, but the 
jobbers throughout all the other sections commenced to buy very freely 
this week, which made the aggregate of the purchases very large. The 
tomato market is worth the immediate attention of intending buyers. 
Fully two-thirds of the jobbers have been waiting for lower prices, and the 


percentage of the buyers who have yet to cover their wants makes it 


unsafe for those who have not bought any tomatoes to wait longer. 

In addition to the activity in the tomato market, there was an excell- 
ent demand for a larger number of articles in the line of fruits and vege- 
tables, the prices of some articles which were again marked up, the leaders 
in activity being corn, apples, string beans, sweet potatoes, peas, etc. It is 
noticeable that a very great majority of the buying is a repetition of pre- 
vious orders for the same goods within a short period of time, indicating 
that the stocks, generally, in the hands of the jobbers must be very light, 
comparatively. The outlook is for a strong and active market in canned 
goods this fall. 

Tomatoes.—Light frosts in this section did no actual damage to the 
tomato crop and probably, it had nothing to do with the big increase in 
the demand for tomatoes this week, but all the same, it remined everyone 
that we are now in the period when frosts are likely at any time, and it is 
thought the tomato packing season will be curtailed by an early fall.

ABERDEEN, MD., September 30, 1907. 

Tomatoes.—Freak weather, freak conditions, freak prices and we 
might say, freak tomatoes! The weather has been of various variety dur- 
ing the past week; everybody’s taste might have been suited, if a day’s 
sample would satisfy. Saturday, the 21st, the thermometer in the nineties, 
oppressively hot; looked like all tomatoes ,would ripen at the same time 
and everybody would have three times as many tomatoes as they would 
have help and canning capacity to handle. Sunday it rained; Monday 
morning it rained harder; in the afternoon it deluged; everything flooded; 
no tomatoes packed that day and even the next, as the fields were too soft 
and pickers were liable to be stuck in the mud, much less teams to haul 
the tomatoes from the field. This was followed by cooler weather, and 
Thursday morning, the 26th, a slight frost, with the thermometer 41. 


Overcoats were necessary and fires were started and everybody commenced 
to feel that the packing season of 1907 was near its end. 


Instead of 36 days, which is the normal packing season, the average 
packer has made 18 days, with a possibility of, say five or six days more at 
the most, and while every effort has been made to accomplish as much as 
possible in the unusually short duration of time, there is a strong indica- 
tion for a short pack; otherwise, offerings would be more numerous. Some 
packers have not yet caught up with their future orders; others have 
about 10 to 15% packed over their future sales and yet there is an unprece- 
dented inquiry, demand and buying whenever possible to obtain at full 
prices. Whether the rain acted as a check upon what some called a 
declining market, or just what condition affected the buyer, nevertheless, 
there has been a steady demand from all sections of the country for toma- 
toes as fast as they were offered, and the market showed no decline during 
the glut season. 

The West has recently been heavy buyers, and from reliable sources 
it is reported that the packing season is just on with them and that without 
the fall is very late, there will be a tremendous shortage in that section. 
It isimpossible to learn, at this writing, what the temperatures in the 
West and down East have been in the past twenty-four hours, but if they 
have been in line with the temperature experienced here, there is little 
possibility of a late packing anywhere, for vines in this locality are 
stripped of their foliage, thousands of baskets of tomatoes rotted during 


and after the flood of enter: and while the vine yield of 1907 is greater 
than ever before known. it looks much like the can yield will be shorter 
than last year, on account of the impossibility to get labor to handle the 
rush when it came. It is difficult to fill orders for standard stock under 
87%. to goc. for 3s and 67%c. to 7oc. fer 2s; gallons are sparsely offered 
on the basis of $2.75 to $3.00; extra standard 3s, goc. to 92%c., with 
scarcely a possibility of obtaining except at the outside price, and only a 
few cars on this basis. The irregular condition of sparse offerings has 
existed throughout the entire packing season, the glut period not excepted. 
With these facts as given, we leave it for each individual to decide as to 
what the future may bring forth, but we suggest that it might be expensive 
to play the short side of tomatoes for the next ninety days. 

Corn.—The heavy storm the first of the week has damaged corn con- 
siderably, and in some cases the fields are matted with stocks so badly 
twisted that the expense of pulling is twice as much as it should be. After 
corn has laid in this position for a given time, the quality is seriously 
affected as a result of this condition and also the temperature referred to, 
Packers have advanced their prices on shoepeg and Maine style 5c. per 
dozen since our last advices.

New York. 


The outlook for supplies has clouded over again and the general mar- 
ket is firmer. Too much rain is hurting tomatoes. The prospect in Mary- 
land is dubious as to supplies of canned goods after canners make their 
deliveries, the general opinion being that the stocks will be the smallest in 
many years. Tomatoes are firmer in tone and packers are advancing 
prices. Corn is firm and the outlook favors sellers. Other canned vege- 
tables present about the same features. Asparagus seems to be in fair 
supply as far as the green varieties are concerned, but white is hard to 
find. Peas are quiet, but firm. In fruits the interest is confined chiefly to 
apples, peaches and pears, which are scarce and high in price. No. 10

Philadelphia. 

So far as can be learned, the cold and wet weather of the past week 
has not affected the tomato crop in any material way. There has been no 
killing frost up to this writing and the packing is still proceeding. The 
nominal price for new and old goods alike is still 85c., though the West 
has bought some as high as 87%c., and some sales, on the other hand, are 
reported as low as 82%c The latter, however, lacks authenticity. It is 
certain that the tomato situation is still strong and will continue to be 
unless frost holds off an abnormally long time. Corn, however, was 
damaged by the weather, though the market has not been affected 
up tothistime. The general feeling on corn seems to be bullish, but 
the key to the situation is the available stock of old corn, which 
cannot be safely estimated at this time. Peas are strong for the lower 
grades and steady for the better. The demand is keen for the former and 
fair for the latter. Apples are unchanged and firm on spot. No future 
price has come out up to the present time. There is some slight reaction 
from the extremely bullish talk of the last few weeks. Some authorities 
who have looked into the situation pretty closely in the last few days say 
that the crop in New York State is larger than most people think. 
Peaches are unchanged. There has been a fair crop and pack in New 
York State, and sales have been made during the week on a basis of 25c. to 
5oc. (gallons) below the opening price on Wisconsin brands. The Balti- 
more line is unchanged and in light demand. California canned goods are 
still short and broken; price unchanged.—Gvocery World. 

Chicago. 

: The general canned goods market shows no material change since last 
Saturday, but the strength of the situation as a whole is as marked as ever. 
Canned vegetables are all steady and should eventually go higher, as there 
is certain to be an enormous demand for everything in cans. This will be 
the case, notwithstanding the fact that prices as a rule will range high 
during the ensuing year. In canned fruits high prices may be expected as 
a certainty. Small packs is the reason for the unusual strengh in these 
varieties of canned foods. All California fruits may be expected to bring 
high prices this winter. Canned berries, on account of scarcity, will be 
especially high. A very strong situation prevails on canned salmon, also 
domestic and imported sardines and cove oysters, shrimp and lobsters. 
Stocks of all canned fish are smaller than usual.—Gvocers’ Criterion.

St. Louis. 


Tomatoes are pretty firm in price and very slow in sale. For immedi- 
ate consumption there is plenty of fresh goods and those who have not 
bought futures for all they will need have been holding back with the hope 
that prices would decline because of the reports that packing is progress- 
ing rapidly. It must be remembered that the crop was late and came with . 
a rush and just now a frost would be a very serious matter with the aggre- 
gate of the tomato pack. Some few Kentucky goods have made their ap- 
pearance, but they are not of a quality which calls for any large amount of 
enthusiasm. Corn is getting very much firmer every day. The pack will 
be late and a great deal of packing will have to be done in a very short 
space of time. The old goods are nearly al] gone, something which was 
not looked for a year ago, and many sections report that no cheap goods 
are in sight. There is very little going out these days cheaper than 8oc., 
and that is for only a fair lowastandard pack. Peascontinue firm, going at 
about $1.10 for early Junes, a price which the jobbers say would cause some 
trouble to replace. California canned fruits are beginning to come in 
fairly well now, but are so high that no one is pushing their sale. One 
jobber is reported to have disposed of a car of 800 cases to an interior 
wholesaler at a profit of goc. a case without handling the goods.— The /nter- 
state Grocer. 

Montreal, Can. 

Canners have not yet given out their prices on corn and tomatoes and 
the late fruits, and it is needless to say that the grocery trade awaits action 
on the part of packers with considerable interest. The Montreal repre- 
sentative of one large house is in receipt of a letter which assures him that 
with one week more without frost the packer will be able to just about fill 
demands for tomatoes, while the writer also thought that prospects for 
corn and other lines were exceedingly bright. This report is a good deal 
more optimistic than the general run of them, and to hear the like of 
it is truly encoureging. But meanwhile things are running along in the 
same old way, no flurry in anything, the only interest displayed being that 
mentioned in the foregoing—the anticipation of the new lists. 

Toronto, Can. 

The canned goods situation was summed up the other day as ‘strong 
in price and poor in prospect.’’ Prospects for corn and tomatoes appear to 
grow poorer every day. The latest estimate for tomatoes is 30%, but this 
is probably unwarrantably p&simistic. All fruits will be short, peaches 


_and§pears especially. Plums will probably turn out better than many

Salmon.—The demand from the country continues satisfactory. | 


Alaska and sockeye flats and %-lb. flats are very firm at unchanged prices, 
but the tendency is upwards. Sales have been made of new season’s sock- 
eye flats and %-Ib. flats to arrive at 6d. to 1s. more than present spot prices. 
The Yangtsze has arrived at Liverpool with 40,500 cases, about 20,000 of 
which are for transhipment to this market. Lobsters of good quality con- 
tinue to go off readily and prices show an upward tendency. The Halifax 
City has nrrived at Liverpool with 4,315 cases. Sardines.—The market 
maintains a very firm tone in view of the continued small shipments, but 
business is only of moderate dimensions. Recent arrivals include the 
Malaga with 2,960 cases, the Navarre to Liverpool with 412 cases and the 
Amazon to Southampton with 440 cases. Meats have advanced in price 
and there is a good business passing. Stocks of American canned meats, 
both in this country and America, are getting reduced and the cost of 
materials and labor is on the up-grade. Fruits maintain a strong tone and 
there is more inquiry for apricots and peaches, which are in short supply. 
Pineapples are without change, but supplies continue to go off well. The 
Nyanza has brought 1,345 cases and the Machaon 2,397 cases pineapples, 
and the Quermore 1,500 cases pears to Liverpool. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—During the last few days there has been an advance of 
another 1s, a case on Alaska. Best grades have also advanced, and finest 
talls are hardly obtainable at 30s. per case. Flats and half-pound flats are 
also in much demand. Sardines.—There is little or no news of arrivals 
and prices still continue very strong, Fruits.—Quiet, but very steady. 
Pineapples.—The country demand is reported as being above the average 
for the time of the year. There have been a number of market transac- 
tions this week at full rates. Arrivals for this season have practically 
finished. Stocks are getting into rather small compass, particularly 
cubes; almost every size is becoming scarce. The Peleus has arrived with 
20,611 cases on board. Tomatoes.—In demand, with a decided upward 
tendency.—Grocers’ Gazette.

SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE ”’ 


CHICAGO, October I, 1907. 

Weather Conditions.—Since my last communication all kinds of 
weather have been experienced in the Central West, except real, genuine 
warm weather. 

Indiana Tomato Packing.—A!! packers thought Indiana busy 
doing their very best to put up enough tomatoes in cans to fill ther con- 
tracts. They do not expect to do more as to pack any surplus. Brokers 
are now and then offering for some conservative packer or new packer who 
may not have sold many tomatoes for delivery, a block of a thousand cases 
at from 97 %c. to $1.00 per dozen, f. o. b. Indiana cannery, but these offer- 
ings are very few, and no goods are being urged. “i 

Michigan Tomatoes.—The packing of tomatoes in Michigan has, 
so far, been very unimportant. The temperature has been too low to ripen 
the fruit, and but little so far has been done. There are not many tomato 
canneries in Michigan, and all are confined to the Southern Peninsula, of 
course. Michigan packers have, however, established an envied reputation 
for fine quality, and though their product is not of the rich, deep red color 
natural to the packing of Southern Indiana, yet there is a flavor and reliable 
acidity about the Michigan product which is greatly liked and sought after. 

Pumpkin Boom.—The first article usually to decline and the last 
to advance is pumpkin in cans. Its use is limited to the construction of 
pies, and it is therefore not a versatile article, but as a pie filler it is exceed- 
ingly popular with the native-born population of these United States. 
Foreign-born population has but little use for pumpkin and regard a fond- 
ness for pumpkin pie as an acquired taste. The market for No. 3 canned 
pumpkin has advanced from 55c. f. o. b. Indiana or Ohio canneries, the 
opening price, to 7oc., and is strong at the advance. Gallon or No. 10 
pumpkin has advanced from $1.75 f. o. b. cannery to $2.25, and there is a 
strong tendency upward. The general scarcity of pie fruit, or ‘‘pie timber,”’ 
as a Chicago broker designated it, is to be credited with this ‘“‘sympathetic’’ 
advance of canned pumpkin, though packers claim that the wet weather has 
washed the bloom off the pumpkin vines and that the fruit is not there. 

They Need The Money.—! heard a new theory advanced today 
as to why many articles in the canned goods line had been advanced so 
heavily and so generally. A canner said, ‘‘ There stopped at a rather poor 
country tavern a commercial traveler. Two dollars a day would have been 
overpayment for the fare, but the landlord charged him five dollars per day. 
He paid it and said, ‘Now that I have paid the bill without complaint, Mr. 
Landlord, gratify my pardonable curiosity by telling me why you charge 
such a high price for such poor fare.’ The landlord replied, “To be candid 
with you, my friend, I need the money.’’’ The canned goods packers need 
the money. They, unlike the landlord described, are giving good value 
for the advanced prices, but they have for years endured such an unchang- 
ing condition of depressed markets and profitless business that they ‘‘need 
the money,”’ and a large part of the advanced prices of canned goods is due 
to the fact that manufacturers realizing their value and necessity to the 
people, have concluded to pack no more canned goods ata loss and only 
when a fair profit can be had. They are well organized now into strong 


associations through which they keep well informed as to the statistics of 
the canning operations throughout the whole country and as to the prevail- 
ing market prices. This enables them to limit production to reasonable 
requirements and to get value for their goods and ‘“They need the money.” 

New York Prices Apples.—The New York Association has 
named a price on gallon apples (*‘ winter varieties’’) of $3.50 per dozen 
f. o. b, cannery, and contracts have been freely made this week at that 
price. Great confidence is felt here as to the future price of gallon apples, 
many holding that a five dollar price for choice raw winter stock—Baldwins, 
Greenings or Spys will be reached before May 1, 1908. One New York 
packer refused to accept the association price and boldly declined to sell 
for less than $3.85 per dozen, f. o. b. cannery, New York State. An occa- 
sional small offering is brought forward of Michigan apples at $3.50 deliv- 
ered, f. 0, b. Chicago, but such offerings are few and hard to find. 

Peaches Persistently Pursued.—Fverybody is trying to buy 
peaches, especially the cheaper kinds of California packed—*‘‘ water,” 
‘‘second”’’ and ‘standard’? grades of yellow free peaches. California 
raised a full crop of peaches this year of fine quality, but the East has pro- 
duced nothing scarcely in peaches, and the cheap grades of California 
peaches are needed to take the place of Eastern packed peaches, which are 
practically not to be had at all. 

Bia Business Increase.—The bank clearings of Chicago for 
September, 1907, were $9938,333,609, while for September, 1906, they were 
only $341,651,763, showing an increase of $151,681,846, or an increase of 18%. 
For the year so far the bank clearings of Chicago for nine months have been 
$9, 282,635,398, while for nine months of 1906 they were $8,064,023,886, show- 
ing an increase of 15% over 1906, which is regarded as a splendid showing. 

Virginia Tomatoes.—Buyers here state that several lots of Virginia 

packed No. 3 tomatoes, 1907 pack, have arrived and have been rejected 
because of slack filled cans and badiy selected fruit. It is a great pity that 
any packer who has sold standard goods should ship seconds far from home 
and put his own name and label on them. He not alone does himself an 
injury, but he discredits the entire industry of his State and gives contemp- 
orary packers a bad name, as a Virginia label on poor goods prejudices 
people against Virginia goods. I saw thesé tomatoes and they were very 
irregular and when placed on the scales six cans weighed gross as follows: 
38-0z., 37-0Z., 34-0z., 39-0z., 36-0z., 37-0z. Each can should have weighed 
38% ounces or more. A prominent broker in looking at the goods private- 
ly pronounced them poor seconds. 
_ Corn Market Active and Excited.—Heavy buying is the rule 
in canned corn and the market has assumed a speculative activity in the 
past week which has probably been incited by reports of a poor yield and 
restricted acreage in conjunction with the announced short delivery of 
Maine corn, Standard Illinois corn sold this week at 7oc. Chicago, and 
country gentleman corn sold at 80c. Chicago in round lots. 

Singapore P l .—The cheapness of Singapore 
time ag, creating a heavy demand for it. It is really lamentable that this 
should be the case, as the article is of poor merit and undeserving of popu- 
larity. It is consoling therefore to know that though it may be extremely 
sold this year because of the price, the poor quality will in all probability 
kill the sale of it for the future. ‘“WRANGLER.”’

Canners and Machine men are very much interested in 
the question as to where the next convention will be held, and 
all sections of the country are mentioned.

=| CANNING ITEMS |: 


GENERAL. 


Little Rock, Ark.—F. H. Ganlt, of Cornersville, Tenn., is contemplat- 
ing establishing a canning factory at Wayne. 

Green Forest, Ark.—It is estimated that the Green Forest Canning 
Company will put up this season $50,000 worth of fruits and vegetables, 
More than twenty carloads have been packed up to date. The plant is now 
being operated seven days in the week, employing an average of 100 hands, 


Long Beach, Cal.—The San Pedro Canning Company, which recently 
made considerable additions to its plant with a view to greatly extending 
its sardine canning business, is now in difficulties over the matter of secur- 
ing cans in which to can the sardines. An effort to procure them in San 
Francisco proved unsuccessful, orders sent to the East were not filled and 
finally, in desperation, Mr. C. C. Ames, who is at the head of the bnsiness, 
went East himself in the hope of securing cans. Word has not yet been 
received from him as to whether or not he has been successful, but during 
his absence, owing to lack of cans, the sardine canning branch of the 
establishment is idle. Other branches of the business, especially the 
mackerel canning, are progressing more favorably, as the cans used for 
this purpose can be procured on the Coast. 


New Milford, Conn.—The New Milford cannery started operations 
September 16, in charge of A. H. Lombard. Tomatoes are being received 
and packing commenced. 

‘* We also propose putting up apples and pumpkins,’’ said Mr. Lombard, 
‘‘and want to make contracts for receiving them.’’ The plant will also 
require 25 to 30 women and 10 to 15 boys and men when in active operation. 


Shelbyville, Ind.—It is the intention of the Shelbyville Canning Com- 
pany to grow three crops next season. The company this winter will 
make effort .o obain a large acreage of peas, corn and tomatoes, so that the 
plant will be kept busy several months during 1908. The company may 
also contract for pumpkins. 


Bangor, Me.—It is estimated that the sweet corn crop of Maine will be 
between 75 and 80% of the normal yield. This estimate depends consider- 
ably upon a continuance of the present favorable weather conditions dur- 
ing the next few days. 

The canneries began packing last week and all of them are now work- 
ing at their full capacity in order to get the crop into cans before any 
possible frost may doit harm. The crop, as regards quality, is excellent. 
Many of the factories this year have adopted the plan of working day and 
night. 


Gardiner, Me.—Work was commenced at the Gardiner canning fact- 
ory September 13, although not much was done. A small amount of corn 
was brought in, but the amount will be increased each day, until by the 
first of the week the shop will be fully engaged. 
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which owns the Gardiner plant, was here Tuesday and informed the 
Reporter-Journal that the factories in other places were not in full operation 
any more than this one: The season is all of fifteen days late all over the 
State, as he was informed by the managers of other factories. Next week 
will be a busy one at all the factories. 


Brunswick, Me.—The Snowflake corn-canning factory is now running 
at full blast and the superintendent said that he hoped to can about 60,0000 
bushels, Already a force of about 150 people are at work. The outlook 
is contrary to what has been predicted during the summer, and as late as 
two weeks ago it was feared that it would not pay to open the factory this 
fall, so late and so small a crop seemed to be evident. It was the com- 
pany’s intention to ship what could be gathered in this vicinity to West- 
minster, but the rains and warm weather have given the corn the needed 
growth and now the farmers are bringing it in faster than it can be used. 
Some of the corn is being shipped from Northfield and vicinity. 


Canastota, N. Y.--Both local canning companies will begin the can- 
ning of sweet corn shortly. The first corn of the season was received at 
the F. F. Hubbard factory recently. Both factories will pack a considerable 
amount of corn, but hardly as much as in past years, as the acreage under 
contract by each company is somewhat smaller than usual. There is a 
generally good crop throughout this section this year, according to most 
reports, the recent weather having worked a world of good to the corn. 


Albion, N. Y.—The Olney canning factory is putting up tomatoes 
after working on peas and beans. 

The little village of Morton, northeast of Albion, which is in a rich 
fruit district, is to have a canning factory. The work will be the canning 
of peaches, pears and apples and will give employment to about thirty-five 
persons, It is said that over 100,000 baskets of peaches were shipped from 
Morton last year, but that the crop will be only half that amount this year. 
Some growers have sold their fruit for 85c. a basket for firsts and seconds, 
but others are holding theirs for $1.00. A fine field of thirty acres set out 
to pears in Barre is expected to yield this year 400 barrels of choice 
Keifers. 


Warsaw, Va., Sept. 14.—Fire destroyed the canning factory of V. B. 
Hardwick at Acorn, Westmoreland county. Loss on building, machinery 
and canned goods, $8,000; 45 per cent. insured in Northern Neck Mutual 
Fire. 


Wenatchee, Wash.—All fruit that does not pass the inspection for 
shipment by the State horticultural authorities at this place will be pur- 
chased by the Wenatchee Canning Company. However, no fruit infected 
with scale will be accepted by them. 

The company has been kept busy of late handling the fruit that comes 
in from all directions and some of it for some distance. The tomato crop 
is good here this season and the company expects to can a great deal 
of them. 

For first-class peaches the company is paying 3%c. a pound and for 
fruit not up to first grade as low as half price. The cannery will make a 
big run this season. 


Eau Claire, Wis , Sept. 11.—The Lange Canning Company is now in 
the midst of its canning season. Sweet corn is the chief article of preserv- 
ation at present. Great wagon-loads are being hauled from their farms 
just outside the city limits. 


Reedsburg, Wis., Aug. 17.—The canning factory is now running full 
blast on string beans, over ninety-six hands being employed in the packing 
of from 15,000 to 20,000 cans per day. Within the last week 94,000 cans 
have been put up and the season’s run is expected to total between 300,000 
and 350,000. This is a new venture for the home factory, being also the 
first in the State to pack string beans. Supt. J. H. Andrews expects to 
commence the run on sweet corn within three weeks and looks forward to 
the largest output in the factory’s history, having in an acreage of 350 
acres, equal to 900,000 cans. 


Milwaukee, Wis.—Closing its season with a pack of more than 5,250,000 
cans, the Albert Landreth Pea Packing Co. has closed its career under that 
name, after an existence of eighteen years, and next year will become a 
part of the Wisconsin Canning Co., a million-dollar corporation, says a 
local paper. The season’s pack is the largest in the history of the plant 
and the quality is better than ever before. The new company contem- 
plates the development of the industry on a more extensive scale and will 
enlarge its business. Dr. Frazer wiil remain in charge of the management 
of the local plant and it is said that there will be few changes in officers 
and employes here or at Sheboygan. The Vauderuil Canning Co., of Two

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GENERAL SUMMARY. 


Abnormally cool weather prevailed during the week ending September 
30 over the northern half of the country east of the Rocky Mountains, the 
deficiency in temperature being greatest in the Lake region, Central Val- 
leys and Northern New Englaud. Light to heavy frosts occurred on sev- 
eral dates, being most general on the 25th and 26th. On the latter date 
light frosts occurred as far South as Eastern Tennessee and Western North 
Carolina. The mean temperature was slightly above the normal in the 
South Atlantic and Central and East Gulf States and decidedly above in 
Texas and on the North Pacific Coast. 

Heavy rains occurred in the Atlantic Coast districts, except in portions 
of Virginia and Florida, the amounts ranging from two to more than six 
inches from Northern Virginia to New England and on the East Gulf 
Coast. Heavy rains also occurred over the Central Missouri and Upper 
Mississippi Valleys and the southern portion of the Lake region. In the 
Ohio and Central Mississippi Valleys, throughout the Central and West 
Gulf States and to the westward of the Upper Lake region there was no 
precipitation, or only light showers. 

There was cloudy weather in New England and in portions of the Lake 
region and South Atlantic States, and there was less than the average sun- 
shine in the Southern Plateau region and on the Pacific Coast. In the 
Central Mississippi and Ohio Valleys and in the Middle Atlantic and Cen- 
tral and Gulf States the sunshine was above the normal. 


SPECIAL TELEGRAPHIC REPORTS. 


The following summaries are based upon a large number of reports 
collected at the State centers of the Climatological Service at the close of 
the week: 

New England.—Boston: Heavy rains occurred during the first and 
last of the week, the precipitation being much above the normal. More 
than 6 inches fell in parts of Maine and between 4 and 6 inches in parts of 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts and Connecticut. The temperature was 
moderate and averaged somewhat below the normal. Frost occurred in 
some localities on the 27th. 

New York.—Ithaca: The weather was generally cool and cloudy. 
The mean temperature was slightly below the normal. The precipitation 
was considerably above the normal and wasifairly well distributed, except 


in the extreme southeastern counties, where it was heavy. The sunshine 
was 45 per cent. of the possible. 

New Jersey.—Atlantic City: Thesunshine and mean temperature were 
below the normal, and the precipitation much above the normal. The 
middle of the week was unseasonably cool, with light frost in exposed 
places. Heavy rain occurred from the 23d to the 28th. 

Pennsylvania.—Philadelphia: The mean temperature was below the 
normal and the weekly extremes were marked. Light local frosts occurred 
in the mountain districts. There was much cloudy and foggy weather. 
The rainfall was moderate in the northern half of the State and excessive 
in most of the southern half. 

Maryland and Delaware.—Baltimore: Heavy ralns occurred on Mon- 
day and Saturday afternoon and night. There was much cloudy weather 
during the entire week, except in the eastern portion. The mean temper- 
ature was below the normal and much lower than in the preceding week. 

Virginia.—Richmond: The mean temperature was above the normal 
in the extreme southeastern counties and below the normal elsewhere. The 
precipitation was nearly normal in the southeastern and southwestern 
counties and above the normal in the central and northern counties. The 
sunshine was ample. Light frosts occurred in the mountain districts 
Thursday morning. 

Kentucky.—Louisville: The weather was unusually cool the greater 
part of the week, a minimum temperature of 3§ degrees occurring Thurs- 
day morning. Light frost occurred in the central and northern counties, 
but little damage occurred. The rainfall was mostly light. There were 
two cloudy days. 

Missouri.—Columbia: The weather was cooler than usual. The mini- 
mum temperatures ranged from 34 degrees to 36 degrees in the central and 
northern counties on the 25th, and harmless frosts occurred. Moisture is 


needed over the Ozark Plateau and southeastern lowlands, but is sufficient 
elsewhere. 


Illinois.—Springfield: Light to heavy frosis occcurred on the 25th, 
except in the extreme southern counties, and in the northwestern counties 
killing frosts occurred. The mean temperature averaged 5 degrees below 
the normal. The lowest minimum temperature was 28 degrees. Heavy 
rains occurred in the northern half of the State and light and scattered 
showers in the southern counties, where moisture is badly needed in places. 

Indiana.—Indianapolis: Freezing temperatures occurred in the north- 
ern counties on the 26th. Frosts were generally reported on Wednesday 
and Thursday mornings, but the resulting damage was slight. The rain- 
fall was very light over the southern counties and nearly normal elsewhere.

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Ohio.—Columbus: The weather was cooler than usual  Frosts oc- 
curred in the southwestern counties on the 25th and were general over the 


State on the 26th, being heavy in northwestern counties. The rainfall was 
above the normal in the central and northwestern counties. 


Michigan.—Grand Rapids: The mean temperature was decidedly 
below the normal. Killing frosts occurred in the upper Peninsula Thurs- 
day and Friday and in northern counties of the lower Peninsula on Thurs- 
day. Light to heavy frosts were general in southern counties Thursday. 


Showers were frequent and quite heavy in the southern half of the lower 
Peninsula. The weather was vary cloudy. 


Wisconsin.—Milwaukee: The weather during the week was generally 
cool and partly cloudy. The mean temperature was about 8 degrees below 
the normal. Killing frosts occurred on the 25th in the northern and central 
counties and light frosts occurred on the same date in the southern counties. 


The percentage of sunshine was low. The precipitation was heavy in the 
southern counties and light elsewhere. 


Minnesota,—Minneapolis: The weather was unseasonably cold, the 
mean temperature ranging from 6 degrees to 11 degrees below the normal. 
Heavy or killing frost and freezing temperature on the mornings of the 
25th, 28th and 30th were general. Freezing temperature occurred on six 


mornings in the northwestern counties. The precipitation was decidedly 
below the normal. 


1owa.—Des Moines: The mean temperature was from 6 ,degrees to 8 
degrees below the normal. Heavy to killing frosts were general on Wed- 
nesday morning, causing material damage in the northern and central sec- 


tions, Well distributed and beneficial showers occurred during the latter 
part of the week. 


California.—San Francisco: Showers occurred on the northern coast 
during the latter part of the week. Light snow fell at Summit Satnrday. 
The mean temperature was below the normal in the interior, the deficiency 
amounting to 4 degrees in the Sacramento Valley and to 6 degrees in the 
San Joaquin Valley. There was less sunshine than usual. High north- 
westerly winds prevailed on the central coast Saturday.

THE TRADE: The yield per acre in this section has been about the 
same for several years. The normal yield per acre is about 200 bushels, or

the same. The crop yields in this section will be fair. Labor is plentiful, 
but wages are high. The pack this year as compared with last year will be 
short. We pack tomatoes and pumpkin, and contract for all our crops by 
the ton, paying the grower $7.50 per ton for tomatoes.

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Food Inspection Decision 77. 


Certificate and Control of Dyes Permissible for Use in Coloring 
Foods and Foodstuffs. 


The Department of Agriculture is in receipt of a large number of 
inquiries concerning the interpretation to be put on that portion of F. I. D. 
76, which refers to coal-tar dyes not inhibited for use in coloring foods and 
foodstuffs. 

The term ‘‘mannpfacturer,’’ as used in F. I. D. 76 and in the present 
decision, applies to a person or company responsible for the purification of 
the crude or raw dye for the purpose of placing it in a condition fit for use 
in foods and foodstuffs; or to the accredited selling agent in the*United 
States of such person or company. Such accredited agent must file, on 
behalf of his foreign principal, if the latter does not file it, a manufacturer’s 
certificate, and it will be considered that the responsibility for such certifi- 
cate will rest upon the accredited agent and not upon the foreign principal. 

For each permitted dye two certificates must be filed by the manufac- 
turer, the first to be known as the ‘‘ Foundation certificate,’’ the second 
known as the ‘‘ Manufacturer’s certificate.” It is suggested that the 
foundation certificate be in the following form:

CERTIFICATION. 
This supplemental certificate should likewise be accompanied by the 


same type of manutacturer’s certificate as is described above. 


When the certificates filed with the Department of Agriculture are 
found to be satisfactory, a ‘‘lot number’’ will be assigned to each batch, 
which lot number shall apply to that batch alone and to no other batch of 
the same color. 


According to F. I. D. 76, the seven permitted coal-tar dyes therein 
named, made specifically for use in foods, may be used in foods, provided 
they bear a guaranty from the manufacturer that they are free from sub- 
sidiary products and represent the actual substance the name of which 
they bear. The guaranty herein considered shall be applied as follows: 

Each package sold by the manufacturer should bear the legend, ‘‘ Part 
of Certified Lot Number..... ...... ** The foundation certificate, as well as 
the corresponding supplemental certificate, does apply to any certified dye 
beyond the package originally prepared by the one establishing this cer- 
tificate. If such a package be broken and the dye therein contained be 
repacked, the repacked dye, except as hereinafter provided, becomes an 
uncertified dye, and as such is inhibited. 

There is no objection on the part of the Department of Agriculture to 
mixtures made from these permitted and certified dyes by those who have 
filed certificates with the Department but one (1) pound samples of such 
mixtures and the trade name under which each each mixture is sold must 
be sent to the Secretary of Agriculture, and no such trade name or keyed 
modification thereof may be used for any other mixture. 

The exact formula—that is, the true names, as well as the numbers 
assigned to the original package aud the proportions of the ingredients 
used—should be deposited with the Secretary of Agriculture, but such 
formula need not appear on the label; in lieu of which may appear the 
legend, ‘* Made from Certified Lots Number ............ and Number ......... il 
etc. If the packages of these mixtures bearing this legend be broken and 
repacked, the mixture becomes, except as hereinatter provided, an uncer- 
tified one, and hence its use is inhibited; that is, the guaranty of the manu- 
facturer shall extend only to the packages prepared by himself and only 
for so long as they remain in the unbroken form. Whenever new lots of 
previously established mixtures are made, making use of new certified 
straight dyes therein, thus necessitating a change in the label, 1-pound 
samples of the new mixtures should be sent to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 

The term ‘‘competent experts’’ as used in F. I. D. 76 applies to those 
who, by reason of their training and experience, are able to examine coal_ 


tar coloring matter to ascertain its identity and to determine the absence 
of foreign matter not properly belonging to the product, which, if present, 
renders the substance unfit for use in food products. 

The term ‘‘ batch ’’ as used above is such a quantity of the product as 
has undergone the same treatment at the same time and the same place as 
a unit and not otherwise—that is, the lot for one purification. 

Those to whom certification is given with respect to their dyes and a. 
lot number assigned should control the sale of such batches, so that they 
may account to the Department of Agriculture by inspection of their books 
or otherwise for the destination and disposal of each batch. 


Those using these certified dyes in the preparation of foods and food- 
stuffs must be in a position to substantiate the fact that the dyes so used 
were of a properly certified character. 

There is no guaranty on the part of the Department of Agriculture that 
because the tests described in any foundation certificate have once been 
accepted the permanency of such acceptance is assured. 

In those cases where a package of a straight dye or a mixture of such 
dyes, bearing proper labels to the effect that they are of a certified lot or 
lots, is broken and repacked in still smaller lots, or treated with solvents, 
mixed, etc., the person or company so treating these dyes must stand 
sponsor for their integrity. This may be accomplished by submitting a 
statement to the Secretary of Agriculture as follows:

On presentation of this certitied form, properly filled out, to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, a lot number will be assigned, which number should 
be used in labeling according to the methods already described. If, for 
example, a portion of lot number ‘‘127”’ is repacked in smaller packages, 
the lot number ‘‘127 A’’ will be assigned to this repacked dye, to enable 
the Department to follow this into consumption if necessary and still trace 
it back to the person hy whom the dye was originally certified.
